The points discussed by Applicants' attorney are found in the Amendment as filed on 
December 29, 2003. During the Interview, Examiner Monbleau indicated that she would 
further consider amended claim 1, which included the new feature "the first wavelength 
photocurrent graph and the second wavelength photocurrent graph are obtained based on a 
peak of Is exciton." 

The personal interview concluded with Examiner Monbleau agreeing to perform 
another search based on the amendment to claim 1 . 

Examiner Monbleau initiated a telephonic interview with Applicants' undersigned 
attomey on March 29, 2004, and informed him that she had perfomied an additional search. 
Examiner Monbleau asserted that U.S. Patent No. 5,333,000 to Hietala et al, ("Hietala") 
teaches the above feature added to claim 1 by the December 29, 2003 Amendment. 

The telephonic interview concluded with Applicants* attomey agreeing to further 
consider Examiner Monbleau's comments. However, as Examiner Monbleau has not rejected 
claims in view of a new combination. Applicants' undersigned representative did not indicate 
any further action would necessarily be taken prior to receipt of the next formal Patent Office 
commimication.
